With the nnl- 
ural advantages of feeding and cli- 
mate that the stale has lo offer, it 
is as certain as anything in human 
affairs can be that the next 10 years 
will sec a continuous expansion here

The butter makers and other manu- 


facturers of dairy products 
cannot 


pay as much for milk as l« offered by 
the dealers who sell it In fluid form. 
They must keep within the. returns 
they can gel for their finished out- 
put, and butter prices are hcl^ down 
by the competition from butters made 
of vegetable oils, while cheese must 
compete for the consumer's rffocery 
dollar against meat, poultry and eggs.
